Drawings 

The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by figures 7-9 to facilitate 
understanding of the invention.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 5,878,575 to Kreh et al. The improvement comprises a 
master cylinder for a controlled brake system with recesses arranged on an inside surface of the 
piston into which the transverse bores open for the purposes of preventing damage or torsion of 
the inside sealing lip.
